Dear  Customer, 

The  current  rare  coin  market  can  best  be  described  as  “mixed”.  Like  an  elevator  in  a  large  hotel,  some  cars 
or  coin  series  are  going  up,  others  are  going  down,  while  others  are  sitting  still  waiting  for  someone  to  call. 
Activity  and  demand  for  most  series  is  solid  at  current  market  levels.  A  recent  surge  of  acceptance  and 
popularity  has  surfaced  for  coins  graded  M S(64)  or  Proof(64).  While  not  officially  accepted  by  the  ANA,  all 
market  leaders,  most  major  dealers,  many  collectors  and  innovative  grading  services  like  PCGS  and  NCI  have 
all  begun  using  the  grade  of  (64).  I  expect  the  ANA  to  follow  suit  sometime  in  1 986. 

Demand  for  all  coins  in  M S(64)  is  very  strong  with  Gold,  Silver  Dollars  and  U.S.  Commemoratives  leading 
the  charge.  Though  the  physical  difference  between  an  MS(65)  coin  and  an  MS(64)  coin  can  be  subtle,  the 
difference  in  price  can  be  substantial.  Look  for  large  price  increases  for  MS(64)  and  Proof(64)  coins.  Your 
Heritage  Acount  Executive  can  fill  you  in  on  all  of  the  details  including  the  large  selection  of  quality  MS(64) 
and  Proof(64)  coins  currently  in  inventory. 

M S(65)  Gold  coins  seem  to  be  taking  a  short  pause,  or  breather,  along  with  some  issues  of  U.S. 
Commemoratives.  I  expect  this  pause  in  price  advancement  to  be  brief,  and  selective  purchases  in  this  area 
would  be  advised  if  one  has  a  long  term  outlook. 

Type  coins  are  firm  at  current  levels.  After  dropping  about  30%  in  value  (for  hAS(65 )  and  Proof (65)  coins)  in 
late  1 9 85  and  early  1 986,  Type  coins  are  firming  up  and  I  would  expect  them  to  start  advancing  in  price  within 
the  next  few  months.  I  especially  like  Large  Cents,  Two  Cent  Pieces,  Three  Cent  Nickels,  Three  Cent  Silvers 
and  Nickel  coinage.  This  group  represents  the  backbone  of  American  numismatics. 

Another  segment  of  the  coin  market  that  seems  ready  to  advance  in  price  are  Silver  Dollar  rolls.  Because  of 
the  potential  of  quality  B.  U.  Silver  Dollar  rolls,  Heritage  has  begun  to  aggressively  accumulate  nice,  original 
rolls  of  Silver  Dollars.  Contact  your  account  representative  for  details. 

MS(65)  Silver  Dollars  have  been  dormant  but  firm  over  the  last  six  months.  I  expect  this  trend  to  continue  for 
at  least  the  next  few  months.  Selective  purchase  of  MS-65  examples  of  rarer  dates  is  advised.  Currently  priced 
at  small  premiums  over  the  most  common  dates,  some  of  the  better  date  dollars  offer  tremendous  value.

A  HISTORY  OF  THE  CARSON  CITY  MINT 

PART  I

America,  in  the  last  half  of  the  Nineteenth  Century,  was  still  a  young  country  in  the  midst  of  a  century  long  period 
of  empire  building.  The  discovery  of  gold  at  Sutter’s  Mill  in  California  in  1848  focused  the  attention  of  the  world  on 
the  Western  United  States,  especially  California.  A  short  eleven  years  passed  until,  in  1859,  the  largest  mineral  deposit 
in  the  continental  U.S.  was  discovered  on  the  edge  of  the  Great  American  Desert,  in  western  Nevada,  only  seventy-five 
miles  from  the  gold  producing  districts  of  Grass  Valley  and  Nevada  City  in  eastern  California.  This  mineral  bonanza 
became  known  as  the  Comstock  Lode  and  primarily  produced  silver,  huge  amounts,  overwhelming  amounts  of  silver. 
Virginia  City  grew  up  around  this  mountain  of  ore. 

New  Yorker,  Abraham  Curry,  purchased  a  large  tract  of  land  in  Eagle  Valley  for  $500  and  a  few  horses.  He  then 
followed  the  familiar  tradition  of  frontier  development  by  subdividing  his  tract  of  land  into  homesites  and  subsequently 
established  the  town  of  Carson  City,  named  after  his  frontier  idol,  Kit  Carson. 

Carson  City  became  the  Nevada  Territorial  capital  and  remained  the  capital  when  Nevada  was  admitted  to  the  Union 
in  1864.  This  vast  mineral  wealth  naturally  attracted  miners,  but  along  with  the  miners  arrived  camp  followers:  saloon 
owners,  prostitutes,  and  gamblers.  For  many  of  these  newly  arrived  citizens  of  Nevada  life’s  pursuits  could  best  be 
carried  out  beyond  the  pale  of  the  law.  But  even  in  an  environment  that  generally  looked  the  other  direction  at 
criminality  it  soon  became  apparent  that  the  worst  offenders  must  be  incarcerated.  Abraham  Curry  sold  a  piece  of  his 
newly  created  township  to  the  state  for  the  construction  of  a  prison  for  $80,000.  Later,  the  ingenious  Curry  became 
warden  of  the  prison. 

Shortly  after  the  discovery  of  the  Comstock  Lode  in  1859,  Abe  Curry  extensively  lobbied  Washington  for  the 
establishment  of  a  Mint  in  the  immediate  area  around  the  Mount  Davidson  vein.  While  Washington  was  generally 
sympathetic  to  the  idea  it  was  not  seen  as  a  pressing  need  with  the  country  being  torn  apart  at  its  seams  by  the  Civil 
War.  The  mineral  riches  extracted  during  the  War  were  badly  needed  by  the  Federal’s  cause  but  it  was  not  until  1863 
that  the  establishment  of  a  Mint  was  reconsidered.  Congress  appropriated  $150,000  and  Abe  Curry  donated  a  city  block 
for  the  Mint.  Curry  was  named  as  the  Mint’s  first  Superintendent,  thus  solidifying  the  political  base  that  both  created 
and  perpetuated  the  Carson  City  Mint.  Curry  then  used  his  position  at  the  prison  to  use  convict  labor  to  quarry  the 
stone  used  to  build  the  new  Mint. 

The  Grand  Masonic  Lodge  dedicated  and  laid  the  cornerstone  for  the  new  Mint  September  18,  1866.  The  building 
was  in  the  Piet  style  of  architecture  with  an  Ionic  portico.  Construction  was  completed  November  23,  1868.  The 
minting  machinery  was  completely  installed  November  1,  1869  and  coining  commenced  in  January,  1870. 

Prior  to  the  passage  of  the  enabling  legislation  that  created  a  Mint  in  Carson  City,  Director  of  the  Mint,  James 
Pollock,  had  opposed  the  establishment  of  such  a  facility.  In  fact,  Nevada  and  the  West  in  general  had  no  additional 
need  for  coinage  that  would  necessitate  the  opening  of  another  Mint.  The  political  forces  in  favor  of  a  Nevada  Mint 
were  so  strong  however,  that  Mint  Director  Pollock’s  report  opposing  the  opening  of  another  branch  Mint  went  all  but 
ignored  and  the  bill  passed  both  the  House  and  Senate  in  March,  1863  with  virtually  no  debate.  It  was  reasoned  that 
by  establishing  a  Mint  in  close  proximity  to  the  Comstock  Lode  the  chances  would  be  greatly  increased  of  keeping  the 
precious  metal  in  this  country*  In  reality,  the  only  tangible  result  of  establishing  a  Mint  in  Carson  City  was  to  help 
subsidize  much  of  the  local  economy.  At  the  time  the  Mint  was  authorized  all  but  5-6%  of  the  silver  mined  in  Nevada

came  from  the  Comstock  Lode  on  Mount  Davidson.  It  was  reasoned  that  a  Mint  would  save  local  miners  up  to  6%  by 
not  having  to  ship  their  ore  to  San  Francisco.  Another  2%  should  be  saved  by  not  having  to  ship  the  coins  back  to 
Nevada.  However,  the  newly  opened  Mint  created  a  public  outrage  when  it  established  an  assay  fee  of  one  quarter  of 
one  percent  of  the  total  value  of  bullion  extracted.  The  Mint’s  Director  received  notice  of  the  public’s  indignation  in  a 
fifteen  page  letter  written  by  eight  local  businessmen  on  January  5,  1871.  Thus  began  the  political  and  economic  woes  of 
the  second  Western  Mint. 

After  the  establishment  of  the  Carson  City  Mint  the  large  producers  of  silver  in  the  Virginia  City  area  still  found  it 
more  profitable  to  deal  with  the  San  Francisco  Mint.  This  was  due  to  the  unusual  requirement  in  Carson  City  that 
bullion  depositors  be  required  to  receive  back  in  payment  silver  coin  of  equal  amount  to  that  deposited.  If  this  exceeded 
the  need  for  coinage  then  the  depositor  had  to  ship  his  excess  coin  to  the  Mint  in  San  Francisco*  By  dealing  directly 
with  San  Francisco  the  depositor  could  receive  back  a  draft  that  could  be  used  at  once  for  supplies  and  general  use. 
There  was  also  a  ready  market  for  silver  bars  in  San  Francisco  over  and  above  the  limited  demand  for  coinage. 
Additionally,  local  mining  companies  found  it  more  profitable  to  deal  with  San  Francisco  because  of  Carson  City’s 
reputation  for  “sweating”  the  ore  deposited  there.  “Sweating”  returns  none  of  the  value  to  the  owner  of  the  gold  ore 
extracted  from  the  raw  silver  ore.  All  silver  ore  contains  some  traces  of  gold. 

The  Carson  City  Mint  was  in  actual  operation  for  only  twenty-one  years,  the  shortest  production  period  of  any  U.S. 
Mint.  With  silver  taken  exclusively  from  the  Comstock  Lode  the  Mint’s  grand  total  for  production  of  all  gold  and  silver 
coins  was  $42,818,335.30.  The  years  1874  to  1878  were  peak  years  of  production  in  the  Mint  for  coins  intended  for 
general  circulation.  Dollars  were  not  popular  coins  for  commercial  usage.  Most  were  used  as  specie  backing  and 
remained  in  banks  or  Treasury  vaults.  In  fact,  most  CC  dollars  produced  between  1878  and  1885  were  held  in  reserve  in 
Washington.  Several  thousand  CC  dollars  dated  between  1878  and  1885  were  released  around  Christmas,  1938  through 
the  cash  window  of  the  Treasury  Department.  An  additional  2,900,000  CC  dollars  were  held  in  Treasury  vaults  and 
released  gradually  through  public  sales  between  1972  and  1980. 

Here  we  conclude  Part  I  of  our  CC  Mint  history.  Next  issue  ive  will  conclude  with  Part  II  by  examining  the 

elections  of  1888  and  1892  and  the  gross  inefficiency  and  widespread  corruption  within  the  Mint.

The  Market  in  Motion

When  our  involvement  in  numismatics  turns  from  passing  interest  to  passionate  pursuit,  as  it  so  often  does,  we  embark 
on  a  never-ending  quest  for  perfection  in  a  woefully  imperfect  world. 

The  idle  daydreams  of  the  serious  collector  are  filled  with  visions  of  the  ultimate  coin  in  ultimate  condition  -  until  reality 
intrudes.  The  frustrating  chasm  between  the  desire  for  a  thing  and  the  fulfillment  of  that  desire  is  exacerbated  by  the 
limitations  of  what  we  can  find  and  what  we  can  afford. 

And  yet,  the  search  continues. 

If  only  we  could  borrow  H.G.  Wells’  time  machine  and  take  a  numismatic  journey  through  the  past.  Perhaps  we  could 
stop  in  1793  and  spend  a  few  productive  years  in  Philadelphia.  Perhaps  1873,  a  type  collector’s  paradise.  Imagine  yourself 
standing  beside  a  coin  press  in  San  Francisco  and  rescuing  one  pristine  example  of  the  legendary  1873-S  Seated  Liberty 
Dollar  from  the  melting  pot. 

A  Twentieth-Century  type  collector  might  use  the  opportunity  to  salt  away  a  roll  or  two  of  1921-S  Half  Dollars,  not  to 
mention  the  Mercury  Dimes  from  Denver  and  Philadelphia. 

As  long  as  we  have  the  use  of  Wells’  fantastic  machine,  why  not  visit  the  future  as  well?  A  stock  market  investor  might 
dream  of  receiving  tomorrow’s  Wall  Street  Journal  today;  in  a  similar  vein,  we  could  steal  a  glance  at  a  Grey  sheet 
dated  1999. 

But  so  much  for  whimsey.  Until  we  succeed  in  breaching  the  natural  laws  governing  the  space/time  continuum,  we  are 
confined  to  present  tense,  with  all  its  limitations. 

However,  though  the  past  is  inviolate  and  immutable,  the  future  certainly  is  within  our  scope.  One  doesn’t  need  a  time 
machine  or  a  crystal  ball  to  explore  it  -  just  a  little  perspicacity. 

The  rare  coin  market  is  ever  changing,  ever  evolving.  Those  with  sufficient  insight  to  perceive  developing  trends  and  to 
act  decisively  on  those  perceptions  inevitably  are  rewarded.  Those  who  convince  themselves  that  status  quo  forever  will 
remain  status  quo  inevitably  are  disappointed. 

It  does  not  take  a  wizard  to  analyze  the  current  state  of  numismatics  in  America.  An  ever  increasing  influx  of  investment 
dollars  is  chasing  an  ever  dwindling  supply  of  available  numismatic  coins.  The  simple  economics  of  supply  and  demand  can 
produce  a  single  result:  rising  prices. 

As  a  corollary,  the  available  supply  of  MS-65-and-better  coins  has  all  but  disappeared.  It  can  be  said  with  certainty  that 
there  are  far  fewer  Gem-quality  coins  on  the  market  than  there  are  collectors  and  investors  who  desire  to  own  such  coins. 

The  glaringly  obvious  result  of  this  market  condition  already  has  begun  to  occur.  Increasing  emphasis  has  come  to  bear 
on  MS-64-graded  coins  as  the  highest  quality  routinely  available  on  the  market.  The  burgeoning  intensity  which 
currently  surrounds  the  acquisition  of  these  MS-64  coins  already  has  produced  a  dramatic  price  increase  in  certain  areas  - 
witness  the  recent  10-25  percent  gains  made  across  the  board  by  common-date  Morgan  and  Peace  Dollars. 

A  major  conceptual  leap  is  not  required  to  predict  that  similar  upward  price  movement  will  invade  the  domains  of  MS-64 
gold,  commemoratives  and  type  coins.  Astute  buyers  are  acquiring  as  many  correctly  graded  MS-64  coins  as  they  can  find 
and  afford.  Those  less  astute  will  ignore  this  evident  trend  or  will  hesitate  until  too  late  and  ultimately  buy  from  the  early 
birds  taking  profits  in  a  rising  market. 

That’s  not  to  say  that  you  should  pass  up  a  superb-quality  coin  when  it  becomes  available,  nor  that  you  should  surrender 
to  the  mundane  in  the  enticing,  frustrating  search  for  your  ultimate  coin,  whatever  that  may  be. 

Someday  you  may  find  it,  and  if  you  do,  please  let  me  know. 


Finer  Points  Of  Grading 


Mint  State  (and  Proof)  “64”  Grade  Useful

If  you  keep  up  with  the  coin  market,  I’m  sure  you’re  aware  that  the  terms  Mint  State-64  and  Proof-64  are  finding  their  way  into  the  grading 
“vocabulary”  more  and  more  frequently  these  days.  Starting  January  1, 1986,  the  Numismatic  Certification  Institute  (NCI)  began  using  it, 
whenever  appropriate,  on  its  certificates.  “The  Coin  Dealer  Newsletter1’  (CDN)  began  listing  “BID”  and  “ASK”  prices  for  MS-64  quality  gold 
type  coins  in  their  first  issue  of  1986.  MS-64  Silver  Dollars  had  already  been  listed  in  the  CDN  since  March,  1985. 

I  have  somewhat  mixed  emotions  about  the  grade  “64”,  because  I  believe  its  use  tends  to  make  dealers  grade  coins  even  more  conservatively. 
Grading  standards  have  changed  considerably  over  the  past  ten  years,  usually  becoming  more  and  more  conservative  over  time.  This  often 
causes  confusiop  for  people  who  have  purchased  coins  in  the  past,  graded  by  the  prevailing  standards  of  that  time.  I  would  rather  see  standards 
remain  constant. 

Still,  I  have  to  admit  that  the  “64”  grade  is  very  useful.  There  are  an  awful  lot  of  coins  that  are  best  described  with  the  term  “64”,  especially 
since  the  greatest  price  jumps  now  always  seem  to  come  between  “63”  and  “65”.  For  example,  the  January  3, 1986  issue  of  “The  Coin  Dealer 
Newsletter”  list  common  date  Peace  type  Silver  Dollars  “BID”  at  $55  in  MS-63  and  $510  in  MS-65. 

Personally,  I  do  not  believe  a  Peace  Dollar  has  to  have  a  wholesale  value  of  $510  in  order  to  be  a  commercially  acceptable  MS-65.  However,  it 
does  have  to  be  worth  a  lot  more  than  $55.  So,  what  does  a  dealer  grade  a  Peace  Dollar  for  which  he  paid  $70  or  $100? 

MS-64  is  a  convenient  grade  which  covers  a  great  many  coins  formerly  in  “never-never  land.”  It’s  useful  to  a  lot  of  dealers,  and  the  public 
seems  to  want  it.  Heritage  held  out  as  long  as  possible,  but  we  promised  to  be  responsive  to  the  marketplace,  so  we  were  forced  to  begin  using  it. 

We  are  also  employing  the  term  MS-65PQ  and  Proof-65PQ.  PQ  stands  for  “Premium  Quality”.  Top  quality  MS-65  coins  command  such  high 
prices  in  today’s  market  (the  $510  Peace  Dollar  being  a  good  example.)  Therefore,  we  believe  there  should  be  some  differential  between  a 
“typical”  commercial  MS-65  and  the  kind  of  coin  for  which  dealers  are  willing  to  pay  close  to  current  CDN  “BID”  price.  The  latter  coin  may, 
in  some  cases,  be  classified  as  “65PQ”. 

It  is  important  to  remember  through  all  of  this  scientific  precision  that  every  coin  is  different,  and  that  grading  is  still  partially  subjective. 

In  the  course  of  researching  my  book,  “The  N.C.I.  Grading  Guide  ,  scheduled  for  release  in  April  or  May  of  this  year  (I  hope  you  11  plan  on 
investing  $29.95  in  a  copy  at  that  time)  I  had  the  opportunity  to  interview  Ed  Milas.  Ed  is  one  of  the  smartest  and  most  well-liked  people  in  the 
coin  business,  and  also  one  of  the  most  successful.  His  firm,  Rare  Coin  Company  of  America  (RARCOA),  Chicago,  Illinois,  is  a  highly 
respected  coin  retailer  and  auctioneer.  RARCOA  has  never  used  numerical  grading  in  any  of  its  auctions.  Here  are  Ed’s  reasons  for  this: 

“Numerical  grading  is  too  exact.  I  would  prefer  to  leave  the  exactness  of  the  grade  in  the  eye  of  the  prospective  buyer.  The  A.N.  A.  says  MS-65 
is  the  minimum  grade  necessary  for  “choice.”  Coin  World  says  MS-63  is  “choice.”  Therefore  you  can  be  more  conservative  when  you  use 
descriptive  grading  because  “choice  uncirculated”  could  mean  anywhere  from  MS-63  to  MS-65,  depending  on  how  you  see  the  coin.  Thus, 
there  is  more  leniency  involved  with  descriptive  grading. 

“I  think  the  numerical  grading  has  been  a  detriment  to  the  business  and  hobby,  primarily  because  it  is  not  being  used  for  its  original  intent. 
Mint  State  (MS-60  to  MS-70)  Large  Cent  grading  originally  referred  to  color  (i.e.  mint  red),  not  overall  grading.  Now  it  implies  an  exactness 
that  cannot  always  be  agreed  upon  by  two  knowledgeable  numismatists.” 

In  spite  of  this,  there  is  now  talk  of  adding  even  more  numerical  grades  (i.e.,  61, 62, 66  and  68)  to  the  present  repertoire.  Are  these  grades  really 

needed?  It  seems  to  me  that  the  price  differentials  between  60  and  63  really  do  not  justify  the  addition  of  61  and  62  •  95TQ  arguably  is  66 

already.  And,  by  today’s  standards,  67’s  are  so  rare  that  we  probably  don’t  need  the  term  “68’  at  all.  If  we  need  any  new  grade,  it  would 
probably  fall  somewhere  between  64  and  65.  That’s  where  the  greatest  price  differential  lies  today. 

The  fact  remains  that  every  coin  is  different  (no  two  are  absolutely  identical);  therefore,  one  coin  is  always  either  better  or  worse  than 

the  other  coin  in  the  eyes  of  a  particular  viewer.  Since  we  obviously  can’t  grade  each  coin  to  the  5th  decimal  place,  i.e.,  63.14159,  the  only 
solution  for  dealers  is  to  grade  and  price  each  coin  as  they  see  it.  Since  grade  and  price  are  interdependent,  the  grading  terms  we  need  really 
depend  upon  the  price  ranges  of  the  coins  we  need  them  to  describe. 

1  have  no  doubt  that  grading  terminology  will  continue  to  evolve  over  the  years,  as  the  market  prices  for  coins  in  the  various  grades  continue 
to  change  in  relation  to  each  other.  Since  nobody  can  predict  which  grade  ranges  will  enjoy  the  greatest  increases  in  demand,  it  is  impossible  to 
know  which  grading  terms  will  be  in  use  five  or  ten  years  from  now. 


Market  Update

This  week’s  column  deals  with  the  A.N.  A.  Mid-Winter  Show,  as  well  as  the  Boston  and  Las  Vegas  Shows. 

This  year’s  A.N.  A.  Mid-Winter  Show  was  held  at  the  Salt  Palace  in  Salt  Lake  City.  This  show  got  off  to  a  rocky  start  several  months  ago, 
when  the  City  of  Salt  Lake  tried  to  impose  upon  the  bourse  dealers  a  series  of  restrictive  provisions  applying  to  local  secondhand  dealers.  The 
situation  was  so  bad  at  one  time  that  the  A.N.  A.  strongly  considered  moving  the  entire  convention  elsewhere.  After  several  weeks  of  able 
negotiating  with  the  City  Council,  a  suitable  compromise  was  obtained.  This,  indeed,  proved  fortunate,  as  the  show  turned  out  to  be  quite 
good  for  most  that  attended. 

The  city  itself  was  very  enjoyable  for  most  of  the  dealers,  many  of  whom  planned  ski  vacations  around  the  show.  Salt  Lake  City  is  not  on  the 
normal  coin  show  circuit,  so  this  was  a  first-time  trip  for  many  of  the  dealers,  this  writer  included.  When  you  consider  that  I’ve  attended  over 
25  A.N.  A.  conventions,  and  well  over  500  coin  shows,  it  is  a  rare  event  when  I  travel  to  a  major  metropolitan  center  for  the  first  time.  The  city 
is  as  beautiful  and  clean  as  you  might  imagine. 

The  show  began  with  dealer  set-up  about  7  p.m.  on  Wednesday.  Most  of  the  dealers  arrived  early  to  look  at  the  Heritage  auction  lots,  so 
virtually  everyone  was  there  when  the  doors  opened.  Business  was  brisk  the  first  evening,  but  there  was  definitely  a  “wait  and  see”  attitude  on 
the  part  of  most  dealers.  This  was  the  first  show  in  several  weeks  for  many  of  the  dealers  and,  consequently,  many  were  somewhat  cautious 
initially.  Thursday  business  was  steady,  with  most  dealers  reporting  sales  at  about  what  they  had  expected.  Once  again,  as  in  the  past  several 
months,  there  didn’t  seem  to  be  much  fresh  material  on  the  market.  Friday  morning,  business  was  virtually  a  repeat  of  Thursday’s  activity. 
Friday  afternoon,  however,  saw  the  action  pick  up  considerably.  It  appeared  that  many  of  the  people  who  were  waiting  on  the  sidelines  decided 
that  now  was  as  good  a  time  as  any  to  get  back  in  the  market.  Saturday,  being  the  last  day  of  the  show,  is  generally  the  slowest  day,  as  people 
turn  their  attention  toward  getting  home.  This  particular  Saturday,  however,  was  a  pleasant  exception.  Wholesale  business  climbed  to  a  peak, 
and  almost  everyone  reported  that  Saturday  was  their  best  retail  day  of  the  entire  show.  The  A.N.  A.  itself  must  be  credited  with  much  of  this, 
as  the  crowds  reported  on  Friday,  and  especially  Saturday,  were  terrific.  While  the  public  attendees  are  usually  not  responsible  for  a  high 
amount  of  sales  volume,  large  crowds  do  tend  to  create  an  atmosphere  that  is  very  conducive  to  doing  business.  In  all,  the  bourse  activity  was 
considered  very  good  by  most.  With  the  show  building  toward  a  strong  finish,  almost  everyone  left  Salt  Lake  City  with  a  positive  feeling  about 
the  market. 

The  Heritage  auction  was  another  indication  of  a  strong  market.  With  over  300  registered  floor  bidders,  the  sale  realized  in  excess  of  $2.75 
million,  some  15%  higher  than  presale  estimates.  Of  particular  interest  to  bidders  was  an  outstanding  collection  of  Bust  Halves  and  Dollars. 

As  with  all  A.N.  A.  events,  this  convention  hosted  a  bevy  of  meetings.  While  these  events  were  well  covered  by  the  numismatic  press,  I 
would  like  to  comment  on  a  couple  of  what  I  consider  the  most  significant  topics.  First,  is  the  letter  issued  by  the  A.N.  A.  Board  discussing  the 
changing  interpretations  of  the  grading  standards,  as  published  in  the  A.N.  A.  Grading  Guide  for  United  States  Coins.  While  it  is  hardly  at  issue 
that  grading,  as  practiced  by  the  A.N.  A.C.S.  as  well  as  the  industry,  has  become  more  conservative  in  the  past  several  years,  it  is  encouraging  to 
see  the  A.N.  A.  Board  take  such  a  positive  stand  on  this  issue.  Many  people  doubted  the  A.N.  A.’s  resolve  in  this  matter.  My  hat  goes  off  to 
them! 

The  other  subject  I  would  like  to  report  on  was  one  of  the  primary  topics  of  conversation  at  the  Industry  Council  of  Tangible  Assets 
(I.C.T.  A.)  meeting.  Michael  Brown,  the  Assistant  Director  of  the  U.S.  Mint,  attended  the  meeting  to  seek  the  advice  of  the  association  on  the 
marketing  and  distribution  of  the  new  U.S.  Gold  coin.  According  to  Mr.  Brown,  the  coin,  a  Fifty  Dollar  Gold  Piece,  will  be  first  introduced  on 
October  1, 1986.  The  Mint  intends  to  spend  between  $10  and  $20  million  advertising  on  TV,  as  well  as  through  printed  ads.  As  with  the 
government’s  Carson  City  Silver  Dollar  promotions  of  the  mid  ’70’s,  this  program  should  introduce  millions  of  potential  collectors  and 
investors  to  the  coin  hobby.  Our  sister  hobby,  philatelies,  has  benefited  greatly  from  the  U.S.  Postal  Service’s  advertisements  promoting  stamp 
collecting.  Hopefully,  this  will  have  the  same  results  for  the 
coin  business. 

The  next  show  attended  was  Ed  Aleo’s  Bay  State  Show,  which  is  held  three  times  a  year  at  the  57  Park  Plaza-Howard  Johnson’s  in  historical 
downtown  Boston.  While  this  event  is  small  compared  with  many  of  its  counterparts,  it  is  almost  always  good.  The  quarters  are  somewhat 
cramped,  but  it  is  a  well  run  show,  with  tables  always  at  a  premium.  The  activity  was  strong  through  Friday  evening,  with  the  pace  slowing 
down  quite  a  bit  on  Saturday.  While  many  dealers  reported  having  a  good  show,  it  was  considered  only  average  by  most.  As  with  most  East 
Coast  shows,  the  volume  centered  around  Gold  and  Type,  with  little  activity  in 
Silver  Dollars. 

The  next  week  saw  dealers  flying  west  again  to  the  Las  Vegas  Show.  Held  at  the  Sahara  Hotel,  one  of  my  most  accurate  benchmarks  of  the 
coin  market  is  the  blackjack  table/bourse  table  ratio.  That  is  to  say,  the  number  of  dealers  playing  blackjack  during  bourse  hours,  divided  by 
the  number  of  dealers  at  their  bourse  tables.  During  a  good  market,  the  ratio  runs  between  .25  and  .50,  and  during  a  poor  market,  the  ratio 
runs  about  2  to  3.  It  would  seem  that  coin  dealers,  as  a  whole,  are  not  the  best  disciplined  lot,  and  unless  the  bourse  profits  are  substantial,  the 
constant  beckoning  of  the  “green  felt  jungle”  overwhelms  their  desire  to  buy  and  sell  coins.  The  first  day,  the  ratio  was  a  promising  sub-1; 
however,  as  the  days  progressed,  the  ratio  approached  its  pre-boom  high.  Hopefully,  this  is  not  an  ominous  sign  for  the  coin  business. 

While  the  dealers  were  on  the  bourse  floor,  Silver  Dollars  and  Gold  dominated  the  activity.  There  also  appears  to  be  a  considerable  pent-up 
demand  for  P.C.G.S.  coins,  as  the  service  is  somewhat  behind  schedule  in  grading  coins.  At  present,  the  supply  is  nowhere  near  the  current 
demand.  Many  of  the  firms  are  backordered,  and  are  currently  very  active  in  pursuing  P.C.G.S.  coins.

We  fully  appreciate  the 
importance  of  this  topic,  and  we  remain  committed  to  the  education  and  knowledge  of  our  customers: 


MS-60:  A  coin  which  shows  no  wear,  and  has  never  been  in  circulation.  It  may  however,  have  significant  handling  marks, 

hairlines,  dull  luster,  weak  strike  or  unattractive  toning.  It  will  be  new,  but  thats  about  it.  In  general,  a  below 
average  uncirculated  coin. 

MS-63:  An  MS-63  coin  may  be  described  as  an  average  or  slightly  above  average  uncirculated  piece.  It  will  display  some 

bagmarks,  blemishes  or  light  hairlines,  but  none  which  materially  detract  from  its  overall  appearance.  The  luster 
will  be  typical  for  the  issue,  and  any  toning  will  be  fairly  neutral  on  visual  impact.  The  strike  may,  or  may  not  be 
full,  but  will  not  be  flat  or  inordinately  weak.  A  “typical”  uncirculated  coin,  perhaps  slightly  better.

Blast  From  The  Past 


“What  Sense  is  there  in  Collecting  Coins?”* 

The  president  of  a  National  Bank,  who  also  is  a  trustee  of  an  historical  society  and  an  officer  of  an  archeological  association,  asked 
me  this  question:  “What  sense  is  there  in  collecting  coins?” 

This  question  is  by  no  means  an  uncommon  one  to  be  asked  even  by  men  who  are  classed  as  intelligent. 

In  reply  to  this  querry  (sic),  I  endeavored  to  convince  my  friend  that  coins  are  the  most  unerring  and  best  preserved  monuments  of 
an  ancient  world  and  are  historical  records  of  supreme  value,  telling  as  they  do  of  vanished  cities  long  forgotten  giving  the  portraits  and 
names  of  rulers  otherwise  unknown,  and  standing  as  reflections  of  the  time  and  country  that  issued  them;  that  coins  reveal  the  religious 
belief  of  the  ancient  people  and  record  the  changing  religious  views  of  all  the  nations  of  the  world  during  the  last  2,500  years;  that 
ancient  and  modern  coins  illustrate  the  history  of  art  from  its  earliest  stages  of  development  to  the  highest  excellence  it  attained,  thence 
to  its  gradual  decline  and  almost  total  eclipse  during  the  darkness  and  turmoil  of  the  middle  ages  and  its  rise  since  the  dawn  of  the 
rennaisance  (sic),  as  well  as  to  the  various  schools  of  art  that  have  existed  in  every  country  on  the  face  of  the  globe;  and  in  short,  that 
coins  are  of  the  highest  value  to  the  historian,  the  student  of  comparative  religion,  the  artist,  the  poet,  the  architect,  and  the  man  of 
letters. 

After  parting  from  this  man,  and  being  not  at  all  satisfied  with  the  way  I  had  answered  his  question,  I  repeated  to  myself  the  question, 
“What  sense  is  there  in  collecting  coins?” 

After  some  consideration  I  came  first  to  the  conclusion,  as  a  result  of  my  reading  of  biographies,  my  acquaintance  with  men,  and  my 
knowledge  of  life,  that  in  order  for  a  man  to  fully  enjoy  his  earhly  existence  he  must  have  a  hobby. 

Wealth  and  leisure,  the  combination  which  the  world  considers  to  be  the  source  of  happiness,  in  reality,  as  we  who  have  studied  life 
carefully  well  know,  brings  but  little  joy,  unless  the  powers  of  a  man’s  mind,  body  and  spirit  are  continually  engaged  in  riding  a  hobby. 

Not  long  ago,  the  president  of  one  of  our  largest  “trusts”  was  obliged  to  undergo  a  serious  operation.  Though  the  operation  was 
successful,  the  strain  so  weakened  the  patient’s  heart  that  he  was  compelled  to  resign  his  office  and  give  up  active  business.  His 
attending  physician  gave  him  this  advice:  “You  will  never  regain  your  strength  or  enjoy  life  until  you  choose  a  hobby  and  ride  it  hard. 
It  will  make  no  difference  what  hobby  you  adopt,  but  a  hobby  you  must  have  if  you  are  to  find  health  and  happiness.” 

This  multi-millionare  failed  to  take  his  physician’s  advice,  and  having  no  business  to  occupy  his  mind  save  the  cutting  of  coupons 
quarterly,  is  today  one  of  the  most  restless,  discontented  and  unhappy  of  men. 

A  business  or  professional  man,  who  has  no  special  interest  outside  of  his  daily  work  is  apt  to  find  as  the  years  pass  and  the  silvery 
locks  appear,  that  life  becomes  dull,  gray  and  uninteresting. 

A  few  years  ago,  a  man  just  past  middle  life,  who,  having  amassed  a  fortune  and  feeling  no  longer  the  pressing  need  of  close 
application  to  business,  said  to  me:  “I  would  give  $10,000  if  I  could  get  a  hobby  and  ride  it  as  enthusiastically  as  you  ride  yours,  but  I 
don’t  seem  to  be  able  to  become  interested  in  anything.”  It  was  but  two  years  from  that  time  when  this  man,  who  possessed  wealth  and 
a  civic  and  social  position  of  prominence,  was  found  dead  in  bed  one  morning  as  a  result  of  a  self-administered  drug.  If  I  had  been 
chosen  to  write  his  epitaph,  it  would  have  been  these  words:  “Having  no  hobby  to  ride,  he  found  life  not  worth  living.” 

On  the  other  hand;  a  man  with  a  hobby  is  too  busy  to  be  unhappy  and  has  no  time  for  ennui  or  the  blues.  As  soon  as  his  day’s  work 
is  done,  with  a  leap  and  a  bound,  he  jumps  on  to  his  hobby,  and  with  cheer  in  his  heart  and  enthusiasm  stirring  his  blood,  he  enjoys 
a  fore-taste  of  heavenly  bliss  as  he  rides  to  his  castle  in  Spain.

What  is  ghosting! 

Ghosting  is  a  phenomenon  whereby  the  obverse  will  show  through  on  the  reverse.  This  is  different  from  die  clashing. 
Ghosting  shows  a  vague  image  of  the  opposite  side,  but  die  clashing  shows  a  sharp  impression.  Ghosting  has  been 
attributed  to  poor  workmanship.  It  is  most  commonly  encountered  on  Pennies  of  George  V  (1911-1927)  and  inU.S. 
coinage  on  Kennedy  halves  and  early  Lincoln  cents. 

What  isapiefort? 

Sometimes  spelled  piedfort,  this  French  term  denotes  a  coin  struck  on  an  unusually  thick  planchet.  It  is  either  a  die 
trial  piece  or  a  pattern  depending  upon  whose  definition  you  read.  It  obviously  seems  to  be  a  specimen  stri  ing,  not 
intended  for  circulation.  One  numismatic  dictionary  has  this  interesting  note,  It  is  possible  that  t  ey  were  inten  e 
originally  as  patterns  for  the  coiners  to  copy  from  when  making  the  actual  coins;  the  thickness  o  tie  an  w  ou  ser\  e 
to  distinguish  the  pattern  from  the  coins  themselves.” 


Q.  What  exactly  are  “suction  marks”! 

♦  Exactly  -  we’re  not  sure.  It  seems  to  mean  different  things  to  different  authors.  To  some,  it  seems  to  be  used 

synonymously  for  die  clashing.  Another,  less  believable  definition,  is  offered  by  the  'n  e  eLtl°ns  from  1  e 

Numismatist,  “A  term  describing  the  outline  of  a  design  when  found  on  the  opposite  si  eo  a  coin  t  anon  \\  ic  i 
struck.  This  is  said  to  be  caused  by  the  release  of  the  suction  of  the  dies  when  they  part.  The  tremendous  pressure  c  auses 

part  of  the  design  to  be  drawn  through  the  planchet.”

I  have  expounded  ad  nauseum  on  the  following  subject:  that  the 
meticulous  acquisition  of  rare  coins  coupled  with  a  unified,  purposeful  collecting  objective  will  allow 
the  rare  coin  buyer  to  enjoy  to  the  fullest  the  psychological,  emotional  and  financial  benefits  of  his  or 
her  numismatic  pursuits.

Market  Update 


As  featured  in  Coin  World  by  Steve  Ivy 

The  Central  States  Numismatic  Society  convention  is  one  of  the  biggest  shows  of  the  year.  It  is  probably  the  sixth  or  seventh  largest  in  terms 
of  dollar  volume  generated. 

The  April  3-5  CSNS  was  held  in  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  and  the  bourse  was  held  in  the  beautiful  Westin  Crown  Center  Hotel.  It  was  one  of 
the  few  shows  I’ve  attended  with  a  four-story  indoor  waterfall  adjacent  to  the  bourse  floor. 

The  ballroom  where  the  bourse  was  held,  unfortunately,  was  too  small  for  a  show  of  this  magnitude  (225  tables).  This  problem,  however,  was 
not  the  fault  of  the  bourse  committee.  It  seems  that  the  show  was  originally  planned  for  Milwaukee.  But,  when  the  American  Numismatic 
Association  decided  to  hold  its  summer  convention  in  Milwaukee  rather  than  San  Francisco,  the  CSNS  chose  to  move  its  show  rather  than 
have  two  major  shows  in  the  same  city  within  six  months.  Considering  the  short  notice  to  plan  a  major  show,  the  results  were  quite 
satisfactory. 

PNG  Day 


The  CSNS  show  started  April  3,  Thursday  morning.  However,  the  Professional  Numismatists  Guild  had  its  customary  one-day  bourse 
Wednesday,  with  about  110  tables.  PNG  day,  as  it  is  known,  was  active,  with  many  dealers  looking  for  specific  coins  on  want  lists. 

Typically,  PNG  Days  are  not  the  most  exciting  days  of  a  coin  show,  even  though  they  are  held  on  the  first  day  which  is  the  most  active  one  of 
a  show  under  normal  circumstances.  Most  PNG  members  are  the  larger  dealers  who  tend  to  go  to  most  of  the  major  shows.  Therefore,  most  of 
the  dealers  are  very  familiar  with  each  other’s  inventories.  Unless  someone  has  purchased  something  new  in  the  preceding  couple  of  weeks, 
there  is  little  excitement  in  the  dealer-to-dealer  trades  during  PNG  Day. 

Thursday,  the  CSNS  show  opened  at  8  a.m.  The  activity  was  steady  for  most  of  the  day.  Silver  dollars  and  commemorative  coins  were  the 
hottest  areas,  as  they  have  been  over  the  past  few  months.  An  1895-0  Morgan  dollar  in  gem  Brilliant  Uncirculated  prooflike  condition  was 
reported  to  have  traded  hands  at  more  than  $100,000. 

Mint  State  65  type  coins  continued  to  retreat  from  levels  reached  in  late  1985. 1  personally  feel  that  many  MS-65’s  represent  excellent  values 
at  the  new  lower  levels.  Proof  and  MS-64  coins  were  popular  in  all  series,  including  type  coins. 

Gold  coins  were  still  somewhat  soft,  but  prices  seemed  to  have  leveled  off  after  having  dropped  for  the  last  six  weeks.  Prices  had  gotten  so  low 
that  MS-60  Saint-Gaudens  $20’s  were  selling  for  only  10  to  1 5  percent  premiums  over  what  Extremely  Fine  Saint-Gaudens  double  eagles  were 
trading  for.  Nobody  really  feels  that  prices  will  go  down  any  lower,  unless  bullion  drops  significantly  from  current  levels. 

It  was  brought  to  my  attention  by  one  well-known  Midwest  dealer  at  the  show  that  all  my  columns  seemed  to  talk  about  the  “big  business” 
aspects  of  the  coin  trade.  The  inference  was  that  I  had  failed  to  include  the  “little  guy”  in  my  reports.  Upon  reflection,  I  decided  he  was  right. 

All  of  the  large  dealers  started  out  small,  and  I  am  certainly  no  exception.  My  first  advertisement  in  the  February,  1964  issue  of  Numismatic 
Scrapbook  had  a  grand  total  of  $  1 5 1 .80  worth  of  merchandise  at  retail . 

The  fact  of  the  matter  is  that  the  majority  of  the  dealers  who  attend  most  of  the  shows  around  the  country  cater  to  collectors  and  not  to  the 
large  volume  wholesale  business  to  which  I  normally  refer.  If  it  weren’t  for  the  dedicated  group  of  dealers  who  take  the  time  to  work  with  the 
collectors  and  beginners  to  help  them  develop,  the  coin  business  would,  no  doubt,  fade  away  into  oblivion.  One  must  remember  that,  without 
the  collector,  all  the  talk  about  long-term  investment  is  meaningless. 

Thursday  evening,  after  the  bourse  closed,  about  a  dozen  other  coin  dealers  and  I  were  treated  to  a  special  after-hours  visit  to  Walter  Burks’ 
fabulous  autograph  store,  which  is  conveniently  located  downstairs  in  the  Crown  Center  Mall  area.  Walter  is  a  long-time  employee  of  Joe 
Flynn  in  Kansas  City.  The  recently  opened  store  has  a  wonderful  array  of  beautiful  framed  historical  letters  and  documents,  which  are  signed 
by  such  people  as  Benjamin  Franklin,  George  Washington  and  Geronimo.  The  store  is  managed  by  Walter’s  wife,  Barbara,  who  shares  Walter  s 
enthusiam  for  these  pieces  of  history.  When  you  consider  that  all  coin  dealers  are  collectors  at  heart,  you  can  appreciate  the  fun  we  had  during 
this  visit. 

Friday  Activity 

Friday  morning,  my  day  began  at  a  breakfast  meeting  with  Howard  Segermark,  the  executive  director  of  the  Industry  Council  for  Tangible 
Assets.  ICTA,  as  it  is  known,  is  the  coin  dealer’s  trade  organization  in  Washington,  D.C.  Unfortunately,  this  was  an  emergency  trip  for 
Howard.  It  seems  that  ICTA  is  getting  dangerously  low  on  funds.  Fortunately,  he  was  able  to  raise  about  $25,000  at  the  convention.  This, 
however,  is  only  enough  money  to  run  the  organization  for  about  two  months. 

It  is  tremendously  important  for  all  dealers  to  support  ICTA.  We  live  in  a  period  when  organized  special  interests  prevail  over  fragmented 
individual  interests.  Last  year,  the  coin  industry  avoided  the  elimination  of  capital  gains  tax  treatment  of  coins,  because  we  were  prepared  with 
a  study  which  rebuked  the  premise  that  this  would  raise  revenue.  If  we  had  not  had  that  study,  and  had  we  not  had  our  lobbyists  outside  the 
Senate  conference  room  door  in  the  wee  hours  of  the  morning,  the  coin  boom  of  the  last  year  would  not  have  existed. 


Certified  Coins 

Once  again  on  Friday,  the  bourse  began  at  8  a.m.  (Midwestern  bourse  chairmen  have  yet  to  reach  the  same  level  of  civility as  their  East  and 
West  Coast  counterparts  who  begin  their  shows  at  9.)  Activity  remained  brisk  the  entire  day.  The  public  attendance  was  quite  heavy,  an 
stretched  the  limits  of  the  already  crowded  room.  Certified  coins  accounted  for  a  large  percentage  of  the  total  business  being  c  one.  i  ost 
American  Numismatic  Association  Certification  Service,  Numismatic  Certification  Institute  and  Professional  Coin  Grac  mg  er\ ,  k  1 c  oms 

were  in  great  demand.  In  fact,  the  amount  of  business  being  done  seemed  to  be  held  back  much  more  as  a  result  of  lac  k  of  supp  y  rat  ter  t  ran 

As  with  most  of  the  shows  over  past  few  months,  there  were  no  major  “deals”  at  Kansas  City.  Other  than  the  major  LIS.  gold  impor  ter  s,  no 
one  had  any  significant  quantities  of  coins.  It  has  to  be  considered  as  a  healthy  sign  that  there  has  been  no  sell-off  in  t  re  past  st  \  ua  mont  is, 
even  though  prices  have  been  depressed  in  several  areas.  When  oneconsiders  that  the  price  of  oil  is  down  more  than  r  pm  t  irt  in  t  re  past  our 

months,  and  the  consumer  price  index  is  running  at  a  2  percent  annual  rate,  the  coin  business  has  been  remarkably  strong. 

Saturday,  the  show  came  to  an  early  close  at  2  p.m.  Because  of  this,  it  never  really  built  up  any  momentum  on  batuu  a\,  w  tt  i  mam  o.ius 
departing  before  noon.  Without  exception,  however,  every  dealer  I  talked  with  reported  having  had  a  good  s  tow.

A  HISTORY  OF  THE  CARSON  CITY  MINT 

PART  II

Last  issue  we  began  our  history  of  the  CC  Mint  by  examining  the  historical,  economic,  and  social  context 
of  the  establishment  of  a  Mint  in  Nevada.  Placed  in  a  community  where  criminality  was  a  major  industry, 
the  wisdom  of  establishing  a  Mint  in  Carson  City  came  to  be  seriously  questioned. 

The  first  year  that  scandal  officially  touched  the  Carson  City  Mint  was  1881.  Rumors  of  “sweating”*  had 
reached  Washington  and  the  Secret  Service  was  called  in  to  investigate.  The  local  population  was  eager  to 
conceal  any  wrongdoing  in  the  Mint.  The  agent  was  stonewalled  at  every  turn  and  given  much  false 
information  by  the  local  community.  By  whitewashing  criminality  in  the  Mint,  the  Carson  City  community 
cast  a  pall  on  itself  that  was  reflected  in  the  agent’s  report  to  his  superiors  in  Washington.  In  part,  agent 
Gallagher  stated: 

“I  have  never  encountered  another  community  where  the  majority  of  the 
people  appeared  to  want  to  throw  obstacles  in  the  way  of  those  ferreting  out 
crime  .  .  .  In  the  opinion  of  government  officials, .any  community  where  so 
many  people  seem  determined  to  shield  criminality  is  not  a  good  place  for  a 
mint/ 

Politics  next  plagued  the  Mint.  Grover  Cleveland  was  elected  to  the  Presidency  for  his  first  term  in  1884. 
Cleveland  had  long  been  known  as  a  strong  anti-silver  Democrat.  Most  of  the  Carson  City  Mint  employees 
were  Republicans.  Shortly  after  taking  office  in  January,  1885  President  Cleveland  and  the  new  Treasury 
Secretary  replaced  forty-five  of  the  Mint’s  employees,  including  department  heads,  with  Democrats. 

The  Democratic  employees  found  their  positions  short-lived,  however, 
due  to  a  new  Mint  problem  -  inefficiency.  In  1885  it  cost  an  average  of  9.13 
cents  to  produce  a  piece  of  coinage  at  the  Carson  City  Mint.  At  the  Mint 
in  New  Orleans,  a  facility  of  similar  capacity  and  output,  it  cost  only  an 
average  of  1.49  cents  per  coin.  This  inefficient  production,  coupled  with 
the  anti-silver  tenor  of  the  Cleveland  adminstration,  led  the  Treasury 
Department  to  suspend  minting  activities,  and  on  August  14  the  President 
suspended  the  Mint’s  coiner.  After  the  Mint  closed,  bullion  began  to  be 
shipped  eastward  to  the  Philadelphia  Mint  at  the  rate  of  $200,000  per  day 
until  all  $6,000,000  was  transported.  Ironically,  the  closure  came  at  a  time 
when  the  nation  faced  a  serious  coin  shortage. 

During  the  years  of  closure  from  1886  to  1888  the  Mint  could  only 
purchase  and  refine  bullion  brought  to  it.  By  converting  from  the 
sulphuric  to  the  nitric  method  ofrefining  in  1888,  the  Mint’s  refining 
capacity  increased  by  an  astonishing  60,000  ounces  per  month.  With  the 
election  of  1888,  the  Mint’s  future  appeared  to  be  in  a  no-win  situation. 

The  anti-silver  incumbent,  Grover  Cleveland,  had  been  responsible  for 
closing  the  Mint.  He  was  opposed  by  the  innocuous  Benjamin  Harrison. 

Harrison  at  one  time  had  been  a  friend  of  silver  but  had  recently  turned 
pro-gold.  Pro-silver  voters  and  many  Westerners  supported  the  newly

created  People’s  Party,  which  wanted  to  fix  by  law  the  ratio  between  gold 
and  silver  at  16:1  -  but  to  no  avail.  Harrison  was  elected. 

Midway  through  Harrison’s  term  the  Sherman  Silver  Purchase  Act  of 
1890  became  law  through  a  curious  compromise  between  Eastern 
Republicans  desiring  a  tariff  bill  and  Western  Republicans  wanting  a  silver 
bill.  The  Act  provided  that  the  Treasury  purchase  4.5  million  ounces  of 
silver  each  month,  paying  for  it  with  Treasury  notes.  With  a  market 
thus  guaranteed,  the  price  of  silver  naturally  rose,  and  once  again  it  became 
politically  and  economically  expedient  to  re-open  the  second  Western 
Mint. 

While  closed  as  a  Mint  and  operating  only  as  a  bullion  refinery  and 
purchaser,  the  Carson  City  facility  had  accumulated  enough  gold  and 
silver  bullion  in  its  vaults  to  keep  three  presses  operating  at  full  capacity  for 
four  years.  However,  re-opening  a  Mint  proved  to  be  much  more  time 
consuming  than  closing  one.  Although  officially  re-opened  July  1,  1889, 
the  machinery  was  in  such  a  state  of  disrepair  that  coinage  operations 
could  not  commence  until  October  1.  This  left  only  enough  time  to  coin 
350,000  silver  dollars  and  30,945  Double  Eagles  dated  1889.  Coining 
continued  in  Carson  City  through  the  remainder  of  Benjamin  Harrison’s 
administration,  but  when  Grover  Cleveland  was  re-elected  for  a  second 
term  in  1892,  the  Mint’s  days  were  numbered. 

While  the  Sherman  Silver  Purchase  Act  was  a  boon  to  the  local  Carson 
City  economy,  a  healthy  shot  in  the  arm  for  the  Western  mining  interests  and  a  politically  expedient 
compromise  for  Republicans  in  1890,  by  1893  the  nation’s  economy  began  to  feel  the  ill  effects  of  the  Act. 

The  Sherman  Silver  Act  provided  that  it  was  “the  established  policy  of  :he  U.S.  to  maintain  the  two  metals 
on  a  parity  with  each  other  upon  the  present  legal  ratio  or  such  ratio  as  may  be  provided  by  law.’’  Gold  was 
used  to  redeem  the  Treasury  notes  issued  to  buy  the  4.5  million  ounces  of  silver  required  to  be  purchased 
each  month.  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  Windom  reasoned  that  if  the  notes  were  not  redeemed  in  gold,  then 
this  bi-metallic  parity  would  be  altered  in  favor  of  gold  because  the  price  of  silver  was  falling  once  again.  As  a 
result,  the  U.S.  gold  reserves  were  severely  depleted,  and  insolvency  loomed  as  imminent  on  the  economic 
horizon. 

About  of  the  Panic  of  1893,  the  great  Nineteenth  Century  historian  Henry  Adams  wrote,  “Men  died  like 
flies  under  the  strain  and  Boston  grew  suddenly  old,  haggard,  and  thin.”  In  addition  to  the  Boston  financiers 
who  were  in  the  forefront  of  Adam’s  mind,  there  were  four  million  jobless  nationwide.  President  Cleveland 
was  convinced  the  panic  was  caused  by  monetary  uncertainty.  In  a  special  session  of  Congress  called  to  deal 
with  the  crisis,  the  Sherman  Silver  Purchase  Act  was  repealed.  Economic  prosperity  did  not  immediately 
return  to  the  nation  as  a  result  of  the  repeal,  but  the  Treasury  was  relieved  of  its  obligation  to  subsidize  the 
Western  mining  interests. 

With  the  artificial  market  for  silver  removed  from  the  Western  mining  interests  and  the  price  of  silver 
falling,  acting  U.S.  Mint  Director,  Robert  E.  Preston,  ordered  the  Carson  City  Mint  closed  again.  This  time, 
the  closure  was  permanent.  The  final  day  of  coinage  was  June  1,  1893.  In  his  report,  Preston  cited  the 
dwindling  supply  of  ore  from  the  Comstock  Lode  as  the  reason  for  closure.  As  we  have  seen,  there  were 
monetary  problems  in  the  nation’s  economy  that  far  exceeded  the  local  significance  of  the  Comstock  Lode. 
However,  the  Lode  had  begun  to  play  out  and  any  local  need  for  coinage  in  the  Carson  City  area  had  long 
since  dissipated.  As  a  result,  it  was  no  longer  politically  or  economically  possible  to  justify  a  Mint  in  Nevada 
for  any  reason  other  than  employment  for  the  local  citizenry. 

Although  Robert  Preston  was  responsible  for  suspending  all  coining  activities  at  the  Carson  City  Mint,  it 
was  the  Mint’s  own  employees,  local  officials,  and  politicians  who  over  the  next  several  years  insured  that  the 
Mint  would  never  again  reopen.  In  1894  orders  arrived  from  Washington  directing  the  Mint  to  increase  its 
purchases  of  bullion.  In  the  next  year  Harold  Hirsch,  the  Mint’s  melter  and  refiner,  discovered  that  ingots 
were  returning  from  the  melting  rooms  lighter  than  upon  entry.  After  an  audit  was  conducted,  it  was  found 
that  $75,549.75  in  bullion  was  missing.  A  small  bar  of  gold,  bar  number  688,  was  absent  and  several  bars 
were  found  to  be  lighter  than  their  stamped  weight.  Apparently,  the  bars  had  been  alloyed  with  a  mixture  ot

copper  and  acid.  _  ,  .  .  , 

The  man  charged  with  spiriting  away  the  gold  from  the  Mint  was  James  H.  Heney^During  the  nationwide 
manhunt  for  Heney,  another  former  Mint  employee,  Richard  Piper,  was  arrested  in  San  Francisco. 
Apparently  Piper,  had  acquired  a  habit  of  stashing  a  sizeable  amount  of  amalgam  in  his  lunch  pail  at  noon 
every  day.  William  J.  Pickier,  a  deposit  melter  and  ex-policeman,  had  managed  to  stay  clear  of  any  charges  m 
connection  with  the  bullion  then  at  the  Mint.  His  theft  probably  would  have  gone  undetected  had  he  not 
struck  his  wife  in  a  domestic  quarrel.  Angered,  Ms.  Pickier  went  directly  to  the  police  and  mfor  mod  them  o 
her  husband’s  theft  of  a  sizeable  amount  of  gold  and  silver  from  the  Mint.  The  police  uncovered  ten  pounds 


of  gold  and  silver  amalgam  hidden  in  Pickier ’s  stable.  Pickier  was  immediately  arrested  but  did  not  live  to 
stand  trial.  The  coroner’s  report  said  he  died  of  embolism*  His  wife  said  he  died  after  drinking  too  much 
cheap  whiskey.  Afterward,  rumors  of  foul  play  circulated  in  Carson  City  regarding  Pickler’s  sudden  demise. 

In  November,  1896  the  Carson  City  Mint  scandal  came  to  a  violent  conclusion.  Sam  Davis,  editor  of  the 
Morning  Appeal,  had  been  very  critical  in  the  paper’s  editorials  of  U.S.  Attorney  Charles  lones  and  his 
treatment  of  the  theft  of  bullion  from  the  Mint.  Jones  became  so  angry  at  Davis’  editorial  criticism  of  him 
that  he  accosted  the  newspaper  editor  beating  him  severely  with  a  pair  of  brass  knuckles.  The  following  year 
Davis  secured  an  indictment  against  Jones  from  the  U.S.  Attorney  General.  Jones,  like  Pickier,  was  not  to 
stand  trial  either  due  to  a  premature  death.  His  fatal  vice  was  not  whiskey  but  women.  Though  a  married 
man  with  a  family  Jones  had  been  seeing  the  local  doctor’s  sixteen  year  old  daughter.  One  night  in 
November,  1897  the  doctor  confronted  Jones  in  front  of  his  house.  The  doctor’s  son,  watching  the  scene 
from  a  second  story  window,  thought  he  saw  the  attorney  pull  a  pistol  on  his  father.  He  aimed  his  rifle,  fired, 
and  killed  Attorney  Jones.  No  charges  were  filed  against  the  boy  as  it  was  widely  known  that  Jones  carried  a 
pistol. 

The  stolen  Mint  gold  was  never  recovered.  Four  Mint  employees  were  arrested,  and  three  were  eventually 
convicted  of  criminal  wrongoing  in  connection  with  bullion  missing  from  the  Mint.  The  report  to 
Washington  in  1881  by  Secret  Service  Agent  Gallagher  certainly  seems  prophetic  in  light  of  the  scandals  in 
the  Mint  and  local  community  in  the  1890’s,  “  .  .  .  any  community  where  so  many  people  seem  determined 
to  shield  criminality  is  not  a  good  place  for  a  mint.”  In  1899  the  Mint  was  reduced  to  the  status  of  an  Assay 
Office,  and  the  sandstone  structure  built  with  such  high  hopes  by  Abraham  Curry  only  thirty  years  before 
quietly  passed  into  numismatic  history.

Please  explain  bifurcation.  -  Richard  Tucker ,  Dallas,  Texas 

Webster’s  defines  bifurcation  as  “two  pronged”  or  “to  divide  into  two  branches  or  parts.”  In  numismatics  it  refers  to  the 
separation  seen  at  the  bottom  of  letters,  especially  early  halves  and  dollars.  Pictured  below  is  a  1795  $1  showing 
bifurcation  on  the  bottom  of  the  letters  of  AMERICA. 


It  is  very  widely  believed  that  bifurcation  occured  as  a  result  of  a  “notch”  having  been  engraved  into  the 
die.  Many  prominent  numismatists  have  believed  this,  among  them  M.  H.  Bolender.  In  his  masterful  work 
The  United  States  Early  Silver  Dollars  he  treats  coins  that  show  evidence  of  bifurcation  as  separate  die 
varieties. 

In  reality,  bifurcation  is  not  a  product  of  engraving  at  all.  It  is  usually  caused  by  the  planchet  being  cut  too 
small  for  the  collar.  In  some  cases,  though  less  typically,  the  planchets  were  the  correct  size,  but  the  collar  was 
oversized.  Here  is  what  happens:  At  the  instant  the  blank  planchet  is  struck  by  the  dies,  the  metal  heats  and 
flows  outward.  This  creates  the  “flow  lines”  that  can  often  be  seen  on  Mint  State  and  A.U.  coins.  The  metal 
from  the  planchet  that  has  just  filled  the  indentations  in  the  die  will  be  held  in  place  wherever  there  is  an 
indentation  in  the  die  close  enough  to  the  base  of  a  letter  to  resist  the  outward  flow  of  the  metal.  Wherever 
there  is  not  a  sufficient  indentation  in  the  die  to  resist  the  flow  of  the  metal,  bifurcation  will  result. 

Looking  again  at  the  picture  above,  bifurcation  does  not  occur  on  the  left  or  right  serif  of  the  I  where  there 
is  sufficient  pressure  to  oppose  the  outward  flow  of  the  metal.  The  bifurcation  occurs  only  in  the  center  ot  the 
base  of  the  letters.  The  degree  to  which  letters  are  bifurcated  will  vary  with  the  force  applied  to  strike  the 
blank  planchet.  Also,  were  the  letters  bifurcated  in  the  die  by  an  engraver  why  were  they  not  also  notched  at 
the  tops  of  the  letters?  This  would  seem  to  preserve  a  certain  artistic  balance  but  it  is  never  encountered  at 
the  tops  of  letters. 

Why  do  so  many  of  the  early  dollars  we  see  have  holes  in  them!  -  Frank  Barone,  Oklahoma  C  itv, 
Oklahoma

Finer  Points  Of  Grading 


Consistent  Conditions  Critical  to  Grading  Process

One  of  the  most  important  factors  of  grading  coins  consistently  is  the  presence  of  consistent  conditions,  particularly  lighting  and 
magnification. 

My  partner,  Steve  Ivy,  told  me  the  following  story  a  few  weeks  ago.  In  1976,  when  Steve  conducted  his  first  numismatic  auction,  there  was  a 
beautiful  Mint  State  65  overdate  (1942  over  41)  dime  offered  for  sale.  The  coin  was  purchased  by  Jess  Peters,  then  one  of  America’s  most 
reputable  and  seasoned  dealers,  and  a  distinguished  past  president  of  the  Professional  Numismatists  Guild. 

A  few  days  after  the  sale,  Steve  received  a  phone  call  from  Jess.  “Steve,”  he  said,  “I’m  afraid  that  this  1942/1  dime  you  sent  me  isn’t  the  one  I 
bid  on.  Somebody  must  have  switched  it.”  According  to  Jess,  the  coin  wasn’t  much  worse  than  the  one  he  had  seen  in  lot  viewing,  but  it  was 
definitely  a  different  coin.  Steve  told  Jess  that  he  would  check  the  situation  out  more  fully  and  try  to  figure  out  what  had  happened. 

For  two  days,  Steve  racked  his  brain.  Security  was  extremely  tight  at  the  auction.  He  didn’t  see  how  anybody  could  possibly  have  switched 
coins  without  detection.  Then  it  came  to  him.  Steve  called  Jess  Peters  back  and  said,  “Jess,  what  kind  of  lighting  do  you  have  in  your  office?” 

Jess  said,  “Why,  I  have  flourescent  lighting  here.” 

“Jess,”  Steve  said,  “Do  me  a  favor.  Take  the  coin  and  look  at  it  under  an  incandescent  light.” 

Jess  told  Steve  to  hold  on  for  a  few  minutes.  When  he  returned  to  the  phone  he  said,  “Steve,  I  owe  you  an  apology.  It  is  definitely  the  same 
coin  I  saw  in  your  auction  viewing.  Your  check  will  go  out  today!” 

This  is  one  of  my  favorite  numismatic  stories,  because  it  illustrates  such  an  important  point.  Nobody,  no  matter  how  expert,  can  grade  coins 
consistently  under  inconsistent  conditions..  In  fact,  from  that  point  forward,  Steve  Ivy  has  insisted  that  any  coin  buyer  working  for  him  must 
look  at  every  coin  under  a  75  watt  incandescent  light. 

It  actually  doesn’t  matter  what  kind  of  light  you  use.  David  Hall,  a  renowned  coin  investment  specialist,  uses  a  portable  tensor  lamp.  (He 
takes  it  with  him  practically  everywhere  he  goes.)  When  rare  gold  expert  Paul  Nugget  was  at  MTB,  he  insisted  on  looking  at  all  coins  under 
flourescent  light.  What  is  important  is  that  you  develop  a  consistent  lighting  pattern  for  viewing  coins,  and  stick  with  it. 

Personally,  I  have  gotten  used  to  75  watt  incandescent  lighting.  It  makes  things  easier,  since  that’s  what  my  partner  prefers.  I  used  to  use  100 
watts  until  1982,  when  I  moved  to  Dallas  from  Boston. 

As  for  magnification,  the  same  principles  hold  true,  but  to  a  lesser  extent.  Personally,  I  prefer  approximately  a  5X  (power)  magnifying  glass 
for  looking  at  proof  coins,  or  coins  smaller  than  a  dime.  And,  I  use  a  10X  or  15X  loupe-type  glass  to  look  at  small  details  such  as  bands  on  a 
Mercury  Dime.  I  use  no  magnification  for  anything  else.  As  you  can  see,  I  don’t  think  you  have  to  be  quite  as  exact  with  magnification  as  you 
do  with  lighting. 

I  suppose  you  can  get  used  to  just  about  any  power  of  magnification,  but  I  believe  that  too  much  magnification  only  confuses  the  issue. 

The  best  way  to  learn  how  to  grade  is  to  look  at  a  lot  of  coins.  I  strongly  recommend  that  serious  students  of  grading  make  it  a  point  to  look  at 
all  the  lots  in  a  major  numismatic  auction.  There,  you  can  easily  look  at  hundreds  of  mint  state  and  proof  coins  in  a  single  sitting.  Purchase  a 
copy  of  the  catalog  and  compare  the  coins  to  the  description.  If  you  think  a  coin  is  significantly  overgraded  or  undergraded,  make  a  discrete 
note  of  it  in  your  catalog.  Then  see  what  price  the  coin  brings.  Does  the  market  agree  or  disagree  with  you?  (Of  course,  the  price  will  not  always 
be  commensurate  with  the  coin’s  true  quality,  but  the  tendency  is  there.) 

Remember,  if  you  spend  a  few  hours  looking  through  a  firm’s  auction  lots,  or  take  20  minutes  of  a  dealer’s  time  while  he  shows  you  coins,  you 
should  feel  some  obligation  to  buy  something.  Find  something  relatively  inexpensive  that  you  happen  to  like.  It  is  only  fair.  And  you’ll  learn 
something  about  how  that  dealer  does  business,  as  well. 

In  most  cases,  the  coins  you  look  at  will  be  in  some  sort  of  plastic  “flips.”  It  isn’t  reasonable  to  expect  a  dealer  or  auctioneer  to  remove  the 
coins  from  these  flips,  as  the  coins  can  easily  become  damaged  through  mishandling.  Sometimes  the  plastic  will  develop  hairlines,  and  I  find 
that  a  5X  magnifying  glass  is  very  useful  for  determining  whether  the  hairlines  are  on  the  plastic  or  on  the  coin.  If  you  still  can’t  tell,  gently 
move  the  coin  within  the  flip  to  distinguish  whether  hairlines,  spots,  etc.,  belong  to  the  flip  or  to  the  coin  itself. 

And,  for  goodness  sake,  don’t  forget  to  notice  which  kind  of  light  you’re  using! 


Is  It  Mint  State  or  Almost  Unc? 

Perhaps  the  toughest  part  of  the  process  of  grading  involves  distinguishing  between  a  mint  state  coin  and  a  top  grade  Almost  Uncirculated 
(A.U.)  coin.  First  of  all,  you  definitely  cannot  go  by  detail  alone.  Sometimes  an  A.U.  coin  (or  even  an  Extremely  Fine  coin)  will  have  better 
detail  than  an  uncirculated  coin.  This,  of  course,  is  due  to  the  fact  that  some  coins  are  struck  with  more  detail  than  others. 

The  best  way  to  tell  if  a  coin  has  wear  is  through  actual  experience.  Compare  a  coin  which  you  know  is  uncirculated,  to  a  coin  with  equal 
detail,  which  you  know  to  be  A.U.  Observe  the  coins  carefully,  tilting  them  back  and  forth  to  see  how  the  lustre  flows,  expecially  over  the  high 
points.  Look  closely  at  the  high  points.  You  will  notice  a  difference  in  the  lustre.  On  the  uncirculated  coin,  the  full  lustre  will  roll  over  the  high 


points.  On  the  A.U.  coin,  the  lustre  will  be  visibly  broken,  and  this  break  will  be  noticable  without  magnification,  and  will  convey  the  visual 
impact  of  slight  wear  (i.e.,  displacement  of  metal)  even  to  a  somewhat  inexperienced  eye. 

It  is  important  to  note,  however,  that  many  mint  state  coins  will  have  slight  “friction”  on  the  high  points  or  in  the  fields,  as  a  result  of  coins 
rubbing  against  each  other  in  rolls  or  bags.  If  the  metal  itself  is  not  disturbed,  and  the  lustre  is  intact  (with  perhaps  just  the  slightest 
disturbance,  usually  from  very  tiny  hairlines),  the  coin  is  probably  still  mint  state. 

This  excercise  is  best  performed,  at  first,  using  coins  which  have  no  toning.  Once  you  have  mastered  untoned  coins,  you  can  try  the  same 
thing  using  toned  coins.  Just  try  to  look  “through”  the  toning  as  if  it  were  never  there.  But  I  warn  you  that  toned  coins  are  many  times  trickier 
than  untoned  coins. 

Though  technically  the  removal  of  toning  should  not  (and  really  does  not)  affect  the  presence  of  wear,  it  does  affect  the  visual  impact  of  wear. 
Until  coins  are  graded  by  computer,  and  possibly  even  after  that,  visual  impact  will  be  the  single  most  important  factor  in  even  the  most 
experienced  eye.  And  sometimes  toning  will  increase  the  illusion  of  wear  to  even  the  most  experienced  eye. 

The  coin  business  (and  especially  coin  grading)  is  currently  going  through  a  period  of  unprecendented  soul-searching  and  self  analysis.  At  a 
recent  meeting  of  some  of  the  nation’s  leading  dealers,  the  question  was  raised,  “Can  a  coin  have  friction  and  yet  still  be  mint  state?”  A  violent 
argument  ensued  with  some  dealers  proclaiming  that  a  coin  with  even  the  slightest  wear  must  be  considered  A.U. 

It  was  finally  agreed  that  coins  could  have  friction  and  still  be  mint  state.  How  much  friction  is  acceptable?  Obviously  one  cannot  tell,  simply 
by  looking,  whether  the  friction  has  been  produced  in  circulation  or  during  storage  in  bags,  rolls  or  cabinets.  Therefore,  the  only  reasonable 
criteria  is  visual  impact. 

The  goal,  therefore,  is  not  necessarily  to  be  able  to  know  exactly  how  the  coin  acquired  the  friction.  It  is  impossible  to  do  that.  The  goal  here 
is  to  come  as  closely  as  possible  to  accurately  assessing  the  visual  impact  of  wear  on  the  coin,  in  its  present  state.

Blast  From  The  Past 


1909  Cent  Varieties* 

“V.D.B.”  Removed  -  Comments  and  Criticism,  Impetus  to  Numismatists 

Some  day  in  the  far  distant  future  the  numismatist  may  occasionally  have  to  answer:  “Say,  Mister,  how  much  will  you  give  me  for 
one  of  those  rare  Lincoln  cents  made  away  back  in  1909  when  the  United  States  were  in  America,  -  it’s  the  rare  kind  with  V.D.B. 
on  it?’’  But  today,  and  for  untold  days,  so  frequent  will  be  the  question  that  it  seems  advisable  for  the  coin  merchant  to  have  in 
constant  operation  a  phonograph  that  will  grind  out,  “No  premium  on  Lincoln  cents  with  V.D.B.  on  them,  or  with  anything  else 
on  or  off  them.” 

No  new  coin  type  has  ever  commanded  the  interest  of  the  public  and  editorial  reference  and  news  space  in  the  general  press  as 
has  the  Lincoln  cent.  Heralded  long  in  advance,  it  was  issued  to  an  expectant  populace  on  August  2nd.  About  25,000,000  had 
been  coined  and  distributed  to  various  sub-treasuries  and  banks  throughout  the  country  so  that  distribution  could  commence  in 
all  parts  on  the  same  day.  As  soon  as  it  became  known  that  a  new  coin  had  been  issued  places  of  distribution  were  besieged, 
particularly  in  New  York,  Boston,  Philadelphia,  Chicago  and  Saint  Louis,  where  long  lines  formed  leading  to  Sub-Treasuries,  and 
continued  each  day  with  increased  interest  until  August  5,  when  the  sign  was  displayed  “No  More  Lincoln  Pennies.” 

Those  not  content  to  stand  in  line  and  obtain  a  supply  at  face  value  (one  hundred  was  the  most  that  would  be  supplied  an 
individual),  offered  to  purchase  at  a  premium,  and  for  a  few  days  newsboys,  messengers  and  street  fakirs  had  a  harvest  in  selling  the 
new  coins  at  two  or  three  for  five  cents.  When  no  more  were  obtainable  at  Government  supply  places,  stories  in  explanation  were 
invented,  “going  to  be  called  in,”  etc.,  and  prices  soared  in  different  sections,  as  much  as  a  dollar  each  being  paid  for  specimens. 

Favorable  comment  on  the  design,  the  artist  and  the  interest  of  the  public  appeared  in  the  first  day’s  papers,  many  illustrating 
the  new  type,  with  lines  drawn  across  the  cut  or  otherwise  marked  or  divided,  so  as  to  keep  within  the  law  prohibiting  coin 
illustrations  in  the  general  press.  But  the  next  day,  and  for  several  succeeding  days  the  papers  turned  to  adverse  criticism,  and 
about  everything  denunciatory  that  is  possible  to  say  in  relation  to  a  coin  was  published,  even  to  stating  that  you  could  not  spend 
them,  which  was  the  claim  of  some  slot  machine  operators. 

The  origin  of  cause  for  these  criticisms  has  been  traced  to  Philadelphia  and  Washington,  from  sources  where  selfish  motives  are 
not  unknown  when  a  coin  type  has  been  issued  other  than  that  produced  by  a  government  employee.  Sifting  all  the  criticisms, 
there  was  but  one  in  which  a  just  claim  could  be  made,  the  designer’s  mark  (initials  V.D.B.)  appeared  a  little  more  prominent  than 
on  the  coins  now  in  use.  This  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  who,  we  are  informed,  without 
question  as  to  custom  or  propriety  of  designers’  marks,  ordered  the  coinage  stopped.  It  was  then  announced  that  the  letter  B,  to 
denote  the  engraver,  would  appear  on  the  coins.  Evidently,  from  the  fact  that  the  immediate  demand  was  great  and  that  it  would 
require  considerable  time  to  produce  dies  with  the  letter  B  properly  centered  or  inconspicuously  placed,  everything  to  indicate  the 
designer  was  removed  from  the  dies  and  in  a  few  days  the  coins  were  in  plentiful  supply  with  the  initials  removed. 

Then  it  was  heralded  that  those  with  V.D.B.  on  would  be  rare,  and  the  interest  of  the  public  continued  and  the  vendors  profited 
with  the  shout,  “the  real  righty  kind  with  V.D.B.  on  them.” 

Coinage  of  the  Lincoln  cent  had  commenced  at  the  San  Francisco  Mint  when  the  order  to  stop  came.  484,000  pieces,  S  mint 
mark  with  V.D.B.  were  struck.  Our  illustration  has  been  purposely  made  to  prominently  show  the  V.D.B.  and  the  mint  mark 
located  under  the  date.  Up  to  September  1,  the  ’Frisco  Mint  had  not  struck  any  without  V.D.B. 

About  420  pieces  were  struck  in  proof  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  from  V.D.B.  dies.  No  more  of  this  variety  will  be  struck.  The 
proofs,  which  are  not  brilliant,  an  uncirculated  specimen  being  equally  bright,  are  only  distinguished  by  being  a  little  lighter  in 
color  than  the  ordinary  strikings.  The  proofs  were  mostly  purchased  by  mint  employees  who  sent  them  to  their  friends,  so  that  this 
variety  in  proof,  if  it  has  any  distinguishing  interest  to  the  collector,  may  be  said  to  be  scarce. 

Five  varieties  of  1909  cents  have  so  far  been  issued:  The  Indian  head,  from  Philadelphia  and  San  Francisco  Mints,  the  former  in 
plentiful  supply,  and  309,000  were  coined  at  San  Francisco;  the  V.D.B.  Lincoln  type  from  both  mints,  and  Philadelphia  Mint 
without  V.D.B.  It  is  expected  that  S  cents  without  the  initials  will  soon  be  coined,  and  if  the  agitation  to  restore  the  designer’s 
initials  be  successful,  as  it  should  be,  we  will  probably  have  two  other  varieties,  making  eight  different  cents  dated  1909.  No  great 
quantity  of  the  Indian  head  type  in  proof,  dated  1909,  were  struck,  and  they  will  probably  be  scarce. 


Those  who  seek  hair  splitting  varieties  can  certainly  find  it  in  the  present  year’s  cents.  The  Lincoln  cent  is  about  five  one- 
thousandths  of  an  inch  thicker  than  the  Indian  type,  and  then  there  is  the  variation  naturally  caused  in  the  “settling”  of  new  dies. 
Cent  dies  are  frequently  used  for  striking  as  many  as  200,000  pieces.  With  continued  use  of  the  die  there  is  infintesimal  depression, 
but  scarcely  traceable  after  the  first  20,000  pieces  have  been  struck.  The  average  thickness  of  the  Indian  cent  was  57  to  60  one- 
thousandths  of  an  inch,  the  Lincoln  type  averages  five  one-thousandths  thicker,  62  to  65  one-thousandths  of  an  inch.  Efforts  to 
keep  the  thickness  to  that  of  the  Indian  head  type  and  within  the  prescribed  diameter  and  quantity  of  metal  have  been 
unsuccessful,  for  the  reason  that  the  Lincoln  dies  displace  more  metal,  forcing  the  planchet  to  a  trifle  greater  thickness.  This 
greater  thickness,  trivial  as  it  seems,  is  sufficient  to  prevent  the  coins  from  operating  some  of  the  finely  adjusted  “penny  in  the  slot” 
machines. 

The  new  cent  has  produced  many  amusing  quips.  One  now  going  the  rounds  of  the  press,  is  of  where  the  vendor  pointing  out 
the  prominence  of  the  designer’s  name,  said:  “Can’t  you  see  it,  E.  Pluribus  Unum,  that  feller  Mr.  Unum  certainly  must  be  hot  stuff 
to  get  his  name  up  like  that.” 

There  has  been  some  statements  that  the  Lincoln  cent  would  only  be  issued  this  year.  The  design  will  probably  continue 
indefinitely,  now  that  it  has  been  adopted  it  will  require  a  special  act  of  Congress  to  change  the  type  before  the  lapse  of  twenty-five 
years. 

The  interest  and  publicity  given  the  new  cent  has  served  a  good  purpose  for  numismatics.  The  hundreds  of  thousands  who  are 
now  preserving  pieces  with  V.D.B.  on  them  for  the  time  when  they  “will  be  rare  and  valuable”  will  produce  its  portion  of  collectors 
who  otherwise  may  never  have  had  their  interest  attracted. 
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In  this  cold  world  we  live  in  it  seems  most  people 
are  interested  in  only  one  thing  money  without 
regard  to  another  human  being.  I  have  dealt  with 
several  coin  dealers  in  the  past  six  months.  In  all 
of  my  dealings  with  my  Heritage  account 
executive,  he  has  never  once  told  me  he  was  too 
busy  or  showed  that  he  was  in  a  hurry  as  other 
dealers  have  treated  me.  Any  questions  I  have 
had  he  has  taken  the  time  to  answer  to  my 
satisfaction.  I  can’t  say  the  same  for  the  other 
dealers  I  have  done  business  with. 

I  feel  as  if  he  is  a  friend  and  not  a  salesman. 
Again,  thank  you.

Trends 


by  Jack  Ehrmantraut 

The  proliferation  of  grading  services  on  the  scene  today  is  our  industry’s  response  to  our  customers’  need  for  consumer 
protection.  The  past  few  years  have  seen  a  very  large  number  of  new  coin  buyers  entering  the  rare  coin  market.  The  great  bulk  of 
these  welcomed  newcomers  fall  into  the  investor  category.  Most  investors  seek  coins  graded  MS-63  and  above  as  historically  these 
have  proven  to  be  the  best  performers.  With  the  ever  increasing  difference  in  price  between  an  MS-63  and  an  MS-65  coin  and  with 
the  difference  between  the  two  sometimes  very  slight  and  indistinguishable  to  the  untrained,  many  coin  buyers  now  demand 
“certified”  coins  to  insulate  themselves  from  possible  overgrading  of  their  coins. 

There  are  four  grading  services  recognized  and  accepted  within  our  industry. 

1.  The  American  Numismatic  Association  Certification  Grading  Service  or  ANACS. 

2.  The  Numismatic  Certification  Institute  or  NCI. 

3.  Professional  Coin  Grading  Service  or  PCGS. 

4.  International  Numismatic  Society  or  INS. 

Several  other  firms  and  companies  also  certify  and  grade  coins  but  they  have  found  limited  acceptance  by  the  marketplace.  It  is 
recommended  that  if  one  purchases  certified  coins,  buy  those  graded  by  the  four  firms  above. 

More  new  investors  will  soon  be  entering  the  coin  market.  When  these  newcomers  learn  about  the  changes  in  grading  standards 
over  the  past  few  years,  coupled  with  the  average  price  now  attained  by  many  coins,  these  new  buyers  will  be  extremely  concerned 
that  they  receive  accurately  graded  coins.  A  written,  independent  evaluation  provides  a  “Snoopy  blanket”  or  security,  that  they 
are  indeed  receiving  properly  graded  coins.  In  effect,  certified  coins  make  an  uninformed  buyer  willing  to  invest  in  something  that 
they  otherwise  would  not  because  they  do  not  understand  the  complicated  and  often  subjective  task  of  grading  coins.  Jim 
Halperin’s  new  book  on  the  grading  of  Mint  State  and  Proof  coins  will  go  a  long  way  in  the  education  of  the  collector  and  will  give 
one  the  tools  and  the  skills  necessary  to  combat  the  overgrading  of  coins.  This  book  is  a  must  for  your  “library  of  knowledge.” 

The  Advantages  of  Buying  Certified  Coins  .  .  . 

There  are  several  distinct  advantages  to  purchasing  certified  coins. 

1.  There  is  a  higher  degree  of  liquidity  with  certified  coins  particularly  those  graded  in  1985  and  1986.  Many  dealers  will  be  anxious 
to  purchase  certified  coins  as  the  resale  market  for  certified  coins  is  strong  and  stable.  For  a  dealer,  certified  coins  turn  over 
quicker,  are  easier  to  “retail”  for  top  dollar  and  enjoy  a  strong  wholesale  market. 

2.  As  mentioned  above,  certified  coins  provide  a  measure  of  protection  that  the  coin  purchased  is  accurately  graded,  within  reason. 
Of  course,  grading  is  partially  subjective. 

3.  Some  auction  companies  offer  reduced  commission  rates  for  coins  that  are  certified.  Sometimes  as  much  as  30%  off  of  their  usual 
rates.  For  very  large  portfolios,  these  savings  can  be  substantial. 

4.  Certified  coins  remove  almost  all  doubt  about  a  coin’s  genuineness.  Only  one  coin  in  a  million  certified  as  genuine  ever  proves 
not  to  be.  One  firm,  N.C.I.,  has  a  $1,000,000  insurance  policy  in  case  a  coin  they  certify  as  genuine,  isn’t. 

The  Disadvantages  of  Certified  Coins  .  .  . 

Really,  there  is  only  one.  Your  initial  cost  for  certified  coins  will  be  greater  and  sometimes  will  vary  significantly.  An  illustrative 
example: 

Heritage  is  currently  selling  MS  63/ 63  $20  Saint-Gaudens  gold  pieces  for  $1,175.  The  same  coin  with  ANACS  or 
PCGS  cerft ification  is  $1,300,  a  difference  of  10.6%.  We  are  also  selling  MS  64/64  1883-0  Morgan  dollars  for  $325.00. 

Again,  the  same  quality  coin  with  PCGS  grading  is  $525.00.  Some  will  argue  that  the  certified  coins  are  better  quality 
coins.  A  visual  comparison  will  often  quickly  disprove  that  argument.
